W ashington, A pril 24, 1834.— To-day both 
Houses sal late, without effecting m uch— the 
Senate till half'past four, and the House half 
past G o’clock. 
In the former, M r Robbins, 
upon the introduction of a “ distresser” from 
Rhode Island, made a set speech of some 
hours, going into all the sins of the adminis­ 
tration. 
M r W ebster presented a “ distresser” from 
Pennsylvania, ( I think,) and made a short 
speech ; but really in consequence of the “ re­ 
moval of the deposites,” these sort of speeches

M r Kane made a speech on the subject of 
the right and propriety of Legislative instruc­ 
tion, m aintaining the propriety of instructing 
Senators, by the sovereignty o f the State, where­ 
soever that sovereignty may reside, whether 
in the Legislature or elsewhere, 
it was a 
sound argum ent— and not being a long, but 
considerable, speech, 1 hope you will honor U 
witli an entrance on your Jo urn al— it deserves 
to be Post ed. 
The Senate, after M r K . had closed, went 
into Executive business. 
M r Bilih has the floor to-morrow. 
In the House, M r Kennan, of Penn, made 
a deposite speech against the “ removal,” & c. 
H e is a pretty tolerably sensible speaker, not* 
'withstanding he is in favor of the Ban k — but 
he said nothing but what has been reiterated 
a hundred times— though there was one idea 
he advanced, which ought to stand in bold 
relief lor its absurdity. 
He said the people uf 
Pennsylvania voted for Gen. Jackson out of 
gratitude tor his victory at New Orleans— but 
they expected, at the same tune, the Old Hero 
was to refund the payment of tiiis debt of 
gratitude, by advancing particularly the in ­ 
terests of the Stale— and he complained very 
grievously that the interest o f Pennsylvania 
was not regarded. 
Moonshine ! 
The patriot­ 
ic State of Pennsylvania wont thank M r Mc- 
Kennan for disparaging their interested grati­ 
tude. 
The Appropriation B ill was under discus­ 
sion during the rest of the day, alter M r M c K . 
had floundered and thundered through his 
speech. 
M r Adams occupied much of the lim a in 
contending for a sound principle, 1 think, viz : 
that the Appropriation B ill was not a proper 
place to introduce in itiatio n s ui salaries 
(natters of tins kind, winch should be regula­ 
ted by a separate law. 
M r Southard answered him. 
As for all the rest, is it not chronicled in 
the Globe and Intelligencer I 
it lias been a dull, laborious and wearisome 
day ; there was only one thing done that w ill 
give salistaclion to all parties, viz : a joint reso­ 
lution in the Senate for “ m oistening the clay 
o f Pennsylvania A venue— for the dust has 
become intolerable.
